For Confidence and Co-operation 


T IS RECOGNIZED THAT MUCH 
police work must of necessity be 
conducted without publicity. The 
prime reason for secrecy is not that 
police forces by their nature should 


.be shrouded in mystery, but that 


‘publicity might hamper the success- 
iyl completion of any particular job. 
But when the case is completed? the 
public has) every right to know 
what its servants have been doing— 
or not doing. And on many occasions 
full public knowledge and co-opera-: 
tion in the course of a case‘has been 


_ instrumental in helping police to do 


a good job. 

There is' therefore seme public 
concern at the lack of information 
which marked the recent escape of 
a prisoner from custody, and an- 
other instance of a police guard 
being attacked in the cells at the 
court house, The escaped prisener 
was recaptured within a few min- 
utes and this might’-have been pub- 
licized as an example of alert action 
by the mobile patrols. The fact that 
nothing was revealed for more than 
a week, however, and then more or 
less by accident, made the incident 
look like an.attempt to cover up an 
error by the custodians. Mention 
of the attack was likewise long 
delayed. 

- Chief Gregory’s reported com- 
ment that he had said nothing about 
these occurrences because “I just 
wasn't asked”, does not quite meet 
the situation. A press reporter’on his 


beat would ‘not necessarily ask each 
day if a prisoner had escaped. In the 
confidence that should exist between 
public services and the public press, 
the latter should expect to be told 
of such incidents. When: news is re- 
vealed belatediy and with ‘an ap- 
pearance of- reluétance, the: public 
may react by wondering how much 
else cloes not come to light, and this 
can result in a serious loss of public 
confidence. 

It is therefore hazardous for the 
head of any public service, particu- 
larly that of a police force, to take 
the attitude tha} Any particular in- 
cident in his devartment “is of no 
concern to the public”, “not public 
news", or “an internal matter”. In 
some cases this may be true, but if 
the public is to give the police its 
full support it must be confident 
that it knows what is going on in 
the organization which its taxes 
maintain. 

Chief Gregory has done much to 
strengthen and improve the local 
force during his tenure. The level 
of competence has been raised, the 
esprit de corps has vastly improved, 
the public has a force in which it 
can take considerable pride. It would 
be a pity if progress in this direction 
were to be hampered by the growth 
of public doubts and rumors, The 
only effective answer to doubts and 
rumors is facts and a full recogni- 
tion of the public's interest in the- 
public's business.

“HE prime minister called a press 
conference. on Wednesday for the 
apparent purpose of shooting down the 
argument that redis- 
tribution is. an ob- 
Stacle to dissolytion, 
Of the opposition 
chiefs, only Mr, 
Thompson has made 
much of Ahis conten- 
‘tion. This is under- 
standabie; it is an un- 
written law of polities 
that oppositions must 
always appear to be 
thirsting for battle. 


Western 


- An anti-election stance before dissolution 


might be construed as defeatism—par- 
‘icwlarly, when the Conservatives are 
known to be bitterly divided on the issue 
of the leadership. 


What may well have troubled~ Mr. 
Pearson, however, is the fact that news- 
papers across the country (and in. Que- 
bee as wel] as in English Canada) have 
been voicing strong objections to an elec- 
tion without ‘self-evident justification, 
which would carry forward tor another 
four or five years the existing misrep- 
resentation in the House of Commons 


Such an argument, if unchallenged, 
might well appear to curtail the prime 
minister's freedom of action.

Not Committed 


In his remarks on Wednesday, Mr. 
Pearson neither committed himself +o 
an autumn election; nor did he rule out 
the possibijity of such an election. He 
convinced .some correspondents that a 
campaign ts. imminent, primarily be- 
cause he spoke with some heat of the 
redistribution argument and because he 
Tebuffed one reporter who asked whether 
he intended to meet Parliament on Sep- 
tember 27. But the heat may. well have 
been attributable to the form of the 
Original question: .would an election in 
advance of redistribution be ‘immoral’? 
As for the second point, Mr. Pearson 
probably feels that he has nothing to lose: 
by deferring a decision until he has had 
an opportunity to test western opinion 
on his present tour 


His primary coneern, it seemed to 
me, was to dissipate the notion that, 
with the progress of redistribution, he 
no longer has a free hand in the matter 
of dissolving the House of Commons. 

The prime minister. relied on two 
arguments. There~ had, he pointed out, 
been threats by opposition leaders who 
had warned

meets again. But if, with redistribution 
pending,.it is. morally. reprehensible for 
the government to bring on an election 
by dissolution, it would surely be equally 
reprehensible for the opposition to bring 
about the same result by a vote of non- 
epnfidence in the House of Commons. 

Secondly, the prime minister pointed 
to the. redistribution timetable. He had 
been assured, he said, that even if every- 
thing went perfectly smoothly it would 
be impossible to have an election on 
the new basis until the end “of 1966, Was 
it suggested that it would be immoral 
to have an lection, however brought 
about, at any time before the end of next 
year? 


No Barrier 


No one, surely, will argue that an 
incompleted redistribution ig an absolute 
harrier to an election. An issue, might 
arise within: the next year of stich im- 
Portance that the prime minister would 
be justified in appealing to the people 
on the basis of out-dated constituencies. 
For Mr.°Pearson to bind his hands in 
advance would be wrong and irrespon- 
sible. 

But there must be such an issue for 
Mr. Pearson himself, on more than one 
Occasion, has spoken of the importance 
of having “a properly representative 
House of Commons.” Despite the off- 
Stage noises of qo leaders, it is 
difficult to see such an issue at this time. 
The government would be in danger only 
if the four groups to Mr, Speaker's lett 
combined against it. But the révord for 
the past two years ‘has been one of 
threats in the constituencies and excuses 
of absenteeism in the House. As the 
government's position is that it has 
“cleaned house,” there is no obvious 
reason why it should await with trepida- 
tion the reconvening of Parliament.

The fact that we are ha)! way through 
a réMistribution (and the difficult half, 
at that) does, it seems to me, place some 
moral limitations on the freedom of 
action of both sides. 

It is true, as Mr. Pearson says, that 
redistribution takes a long time. But jf 
this relieves the government of respon- 
sibility, a good part of the Liberal argu- 
ment against the previous government 
obviously falls to the ground. If three 
years are required for redistribution now, 
the Conservatives could ‘not possibly 
have arranged for redistribution in time 
for the 1962 or even the 1963 election. 

We come back, indeed, to the goose 
and gender argument (as so often in

With countless other little devices of 
this prt the same result could be accom- 
plished. All the Americans require for 
this purpose is the economic équivalent 
of our Mr, Waiter Gordon. 

It such measures failed, my friend 
suggested, the Americans would finally 
take over Canada by force, or by a iong- 
distance call, if they resented us as 
much as the more virulent left wing 
of Manadian politics resents them, They 
would conquer us for self-preservation. 

Fortunately the-Americans never hear 
of their neighbors’ resentment, We com- 


plain that they ignore and take us for 
granted ‘but it is lucky they do, For if 
they could hear the squeaking and gib- 
bering from the higher intelligentsia 
north of the border the reaction would 
be instantaneous and devastating. 

Instead, the poor, ignorant Americans 
go about their business, wisely or un- 
wisely, imagining that they must concern 
themselves with troublesome nations all 
over the earth but need not bother about 
the solid, friendly, sensible Canadians. 

Our politicians, professors, journalists 
and other disciples of the holy anti- 
American crusade, who cannot solve any 
of Canada's basic problems, thus enjoy 
the rare privilege of screaming over the 
fence at the neighbors, and scrawling 
schoolboy indecencies on ‘the fence, with- 
out fear of reprisals.

Adult: and: Serious 


On the same day that’I read about 
the turbulence within the Savage breast 
the mail brought me a book from To- 
ronto. It is called ‘In, Praise of Older 
Women". by Stephen Vizinczey; it is pub- 
lished by Contemporary Canada Press of 


38 Sherbourne Street N., Toronto, and it . 


costs $4.95. The subtitle “The Amorous 
Recollections of Andras Vajda" and a 
silly remark by Christina Newman print- 
ed om the jacket (‘By all odds the 
sexiest book ever published in Canada. 
All through a ribald quarter century, 
Andras displays an attitude jo women 
that North American men will find as- 
tonishing and North American women 
tantalizing.’’) do a disservice to an adult, 
serious, but far from pompous book 
which has some unique features to rec- 
ommend it to anyone who is bored with 
the Peter Panic state of most home- 
grown Canadian noveligts’ mentalities, 
To begin with Its exterior, it has the 
best looking jacket I. have ever seen on 
a Canadian novel; it is well-bound and 
printed. The kudos for this must go— 
and here is another unique credit—to 
the author, who is Contemporary Canada 
Press, He is publishing and marketing 


his own’ novel, which he believes wil) ~ 


be a best seller, because he will make 
more money that way, he sincerely 
hopes, He needs the money to finance 
a fulltime career as a writer. Hitherto 
in Canada ‘he has lived by his wotk for 
the Nationa) Film Board and CBC. His 
documentary, “Four Religions," which 
you may have seen and enjoyed, won 
an Ohio award. 


Writer's Background - 


Vizinezey was born in Hungary in 1993, 
‘and when he was 16 had a poem pub- 
lished in Forum, the magazine fun by 
that formidable Marwist critic George 
Lakacs: For six years he wrote plays, 
one of which drew the censor's attention, 
and then took: part in the Hungarian ris- 
ing, took flight and eame to Canada 
after a short stay in Italy, I first came 
across this tough-minded writer when 
he founded, in 1961, the shortlived mag- 
azine “Exchange,” which in its three 
issues. set a standard for Canadian mag- 
azines that has not been touched since. 

So the novel is predominantly about 
the sex life of a precocious young Hun- 
garian, If you can't stand to read 
novels which deal frankly with sex then 
you had much better leave this one 
alone, What distinguishes the book from 
the commercial garbage that clogs the 
drugstores is an underlying irony and 
seif-mockery which is a refreshing 
change from the pretentious Lawrentian 
swoons and clipped Hemingway-and- 
coke sentimentality on the subject that 
is the current fare from the graduates 
of the schools of creative writing. 

The writing has an economy, a sim- 
plicity and directness which puts to 
shame the involved fake-poetical utter- 
ances of many writers for whom English 
is the native tongue. You don't need 
the assurances of Northrop Frye, Frank 
Scott, Earle: Birney and Hugh MacLen- 
nan that this is an important new voice 
in Canadian literature, but you will find 
them on the jacket. 


My only reservation concerns the 
limitation of the theme. I could have 
wished that Vizinezey had tackled a 


wider canvas’ and given us a broader 
view of-the contrast between a Central 
European: way of life and the mores of 
North America, He has, beyond ques- 
tion, the most impressive ability, It is 
no mere reviewer's platitude to say that 
I can hardly Wait to read the novel in 
which he matches his theme to his talent.

The PM's comment was 
made in connection with 
the disclosure that the 
$10,000 government salary 
of .Dick O'Hagan, press 
‘secretary to the prime min- 
ister, is augmented by 
$5,000 a year from Liberal 
Party coffers.

writer Hal Dornan. Mr. Pearson attempts, to 
justify the practice, first, on the ground/"of 
insufficiency of civil-service salary scales, and 


~gecond, on the ground that earlier prime min- 


isters, spetifically John Diefenbaker, also 
sanctioned partial payment of aides from party 
funds.

These lare excuses. They ‘do -not justify 
continuation; of a practice; that is not con- 
sonant with Mr: Pearson's @wn efforts to set 
higher standards of political ‘morality in the 
federal sphere of government. Messrs. O’Hagan 
and Dornan are put in the position of serving 
two masters—and the best interests of the 
Liberal Party»and the government of all the 
people of Canada are not necessarily identical, 

Mr. Pearson strains credulity when he 
implies that the government of Canada wil! 
pay only $10,000 for a press aide for the prime 
minister; Mr. O'Hagan js not a civil servant. 
He is a temporary political spppiates, Me. 


Pearson can, if he wishes, have Treasury 
Board approve a $15,000 government salary 
for Mr. O'Hagan, and a suitable increment for 
Mr. Dornan as well, so that these temporary 
government officials will no loriger be’ finan- 
cially obligated to the Liberal Party. 

Mr. Pearson did just that when he hired 
Tome Kent as.his special policy assistant. Mr. 
Kent receives $25,000 a year from the public 
pursé and presumably nothing from the Liberal 
Party. When Northern Affairs. Minister Laing 
wanted to hire Jack Austin as his executive 
assistant he was frustrated at first by the 
fact that the established salary scale for execu- 
tive assistants was not sufficient to enable Mr. 
. Austin to accept*the appointment, So Mr. Laing 
went to Treasury Board -and got approval of 
an $18,000 a year sa4ary for Mr. Austin.

One can only_assume that Mr. Pearson 
acquiesced to the party funds supplements for 
Messrs. O'Hagan and Dornan because he_anti-' 
cipated his political foes would criticize him 
if he paid his publicists more than the going 
civil service rate.

You Can't Play the: Gam 


Unless You Know the Rules 


ACK in the days of the old Times on. Fort 
Street an unusual gentleman walked into 
my office and told me he.was being drawn 

. , for a frame, 

I had a Henry Major 
picture of “The Gay Phil- 
osopher” on the wall. I 
looked at it and I looked at 
my visitor, There seemed 
to be a remote resemblance 
between the two, but where 
“The Gay Philosopher’ 
seemed cheerfully zany, the 
‘visitor looked apprehensive. , 
And he didn’t strike me as 

Stott an artist’s model. 

So I admitted my ignorance and asked what 
he meant by being “drawn for a frame.” He 
told me it was all due to a bucket of slum. 

“What,” I asked, “‘is a bucket of slum?” 
Half an hour later I knew. 

My visitor told me. with startling candor 
that he had been a narcotics addict for some 
time, was tapering off, didn’t use the tough 
stuff, any more but kept going on the compound - 
in nasal inhalants folk once used when they 
had head colds. 


* * * 


All this came out in a rush of words with 
which I was familiar, but whose connotations 
as he used them were completely strange to 
me, The “bucket of slum,” it developed, was 
a package of stolen goods. He was being 
“drawn for a frame” he believed, because he 
claimed someone had planted the stolen goods 
this room and was about to-tip off the police. 

It was a confusing half-hour which left me 
with the realization that we didn’t comraunicate 
very well. Common words had different mean- 
ings to each of us. 

A lo* later I had a similar reaction after 
talking to a young man who, a week or two 
after my interview,. was picked up by the 
police, convicted and sent to jail. His. vernac- 
ular was. relatively: understandable. My be- 
wilderment arose from the fact that he did 
not recoghize any of the standards with which 
I was familiar—even after reading. the hoodlum 
pocketbooks. 

The ordinary stereotypes of virtue—the Tom 
Brown prototype, the athletic hero, the moral 
leader, the exponent ot the spiritual appeal, 


the chantpion of chivalry, the man of simple 
honesty—weren’t, in his opinion; worth consid. 
ering. I gathered the impression that he came 
close to believing the idiom “Walk hard, talk 
tough and make a good-looking corpse,"’ but I 
wasn't even sure of that. < 

Since then I've done a lot of mental fumbling 

trying to grope a Way toward standards which 
actually -apply—not only for the young man 
who landed back in jail, but to average people. 

Most men of good will, I guess, approve in 

principle .the Golden Rule. At least every 
respectable religion of which I've heard en- 
courages the individual to do unto others as 
he would have others do unto him, (An 
acquaintance once asked me, though, if an 
alcoholic wanted others to give him free 
access to the wine cellars, would there be any 
virtue in him giving to others free access to 
the wine cellars.) 
* * * 

In varying degree, men in this country honor 
the Te, Commandments, or some of them, but 
not always to the point of observing them. 

We have learned to live by a set of com 


ventions which the public in general recog: ~~ the 


nizes as essentials in the process of getting 
along with others—and making living itself 


, bossible. 


But most people I know fudge a bit. They 
may, fer instance, fail to throw bask a grilse 
that is only 11 ‘inches long, They may neglect 
to paint out a flaw in an article they are selling, 
though they know that the course of honesty 
dictates revelation. And in uncounted cases 
they submerge their beliefs in what is right in 
favor of what they can get away with to their 
own advantage. 

So, in fact, we have at least a double set of 
standards—one to which we give lip service, 
the other to which we give practical ‘application 
when we think we won't be caught. 

Not that I believe all standards that have 
stood the test of time—and evasion—are neces- 
sarily good. Bat it seems to me that we ought 
ta determine—or have deep thinkers determine 
for us—what are the guidelines of conduct 
which actually exist, rather than what should 
exist. Then, perhaps, we might improve the 
game by knowing the rules and eventually even 
improve the rules, Then, too, nice guys might 
win. At least they'd have a better chance of

now mostly solved, 
The seismic éxperts who 


first met in Geneva in 1958 to 
consider scientific problems of 
enforcing stich a ban could 
not agree that ‘‘sneak”’ nu- 
clear tests underground would 
invariably be picked up and 
equally invariably identified 
as explosions, not-earthquakes 


No Certainty 


To make a ban on under- 
ground tests workable _ this 
had to be done. As there was 
no scientific certainty of do- 
ing it underground, tests were 
Jeft- un-banned, though atmos- 
pheric and space shots were 
outlawed from the autumn of 
1963. 

The uncertainty and the 
high stakes involved gave a 
tremendous impetus to im- 
proving the sensitivity of seis- 
mic measuring methods. Sir 
Edward Bullard, a world av- 
thority on seismology and one 
of the original Geneva panel 
experts, estimates that 
re has been a gain in sen- 


sitivity through the new toch- 
niques by a factor-of 500 over 
the 1958, level, when the con- 


troversy arose. 


Improvement . 


Much of this improvement 
has been--pioneered by British 
Scientists at the Aldermaston 
Atomic W ¢apons Research 
Establishment .in Berkshire, 
England, and-tested at special- 
ly designed seismic stations at 
Eskdalemuir, Dumfriesshire, 
Scotland, and Yellowknife, 
North-West Territories,’ Can- 
ada 


It has been found that the | 
interferences and distortions } 


that confuse interpretation 
arise in the earth's crust along 


the route of seismic waves be- | 
the | 


tween the “event’ and 
detector. Effort has been con- 
centrated on improving the 
signal and cutting out “noise” 
or interference. 


By burying the detectors, 
interference in the immediate 
locality of the receiver is 
damped. By putting them in 
seismologicaliy ‘quiet’ areas 
—that is, away from human 
habitation and the thumping of 
sea - waves other surface 
noise is reduced, 

By multiplying. the ‘number 
of instruments and arranging 
them in arrays, kilometres 
across, an integrated signal 
from the key seismic. waves 
that travel direct through the 
earth's mantle (the layer 
under the crust) can be picked 
up 

Many. people now think that 
a well-distributed network of 
20 or so such array stations 
would detect almost all up- 
heavals in the Earth's crust
